the advontages offered for the culture and
muanufacture of chicory. The great industry
of cattle ralsing came In for a good waord
and in thie connection the rapid growth of
the South Omabn grock yards and packing
industries connected therewith was dis-
cuksed, Ha spoke of the educational Inter-
ests of the state, gave the Transmissiesippi
Exposgition o good advertlsement and closed
with & neat tribute to the enterprise of the
Burlington system, which, he suid, wae
deing so mueh for the development of the
weet. He also called the attention of the
visltors to the new depol now being ereeted
by the Hurlington, saying that that company
wig the only ono that éver nad the grit to
eroet o modern depot, large enough for Its
own needs and for the accommodation of
all roads running into unaha I they de-
sired to use It

JUDGE KNOX RESPONDS,

Judge S. M, Knox of Princeton, president
of the Interstate Land assoclation, was
greeted with a round of applause as he eame
forward to respond to the addross of wel-
come. He =ald the asscciation of which he
was the preslilont had a great admiration for
the city of Omnhn and for the enterprise,
grit, push, pluck apd perseverance of s
citizens.

I'. 8. Eustls, genoral passenger agent of
tho Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, woke up
the delegates In a splrited talk In which he
indulged In a great deal of good patured
critleism over (he shiftless methods of some
real estate men, both In Nebraska and 11-
linols. He then told of the plans formu-
lated by the Durlington for advertising Ne-
brogka this year. At least fifty exhibits of
Nebraska products would be arranged and
sent to state and counly fairs In the east.
A large number of men from the middle
cast would be brought out to see the state
when the crops were ripening,  Several mil-
Hon papers and pamphlets would be sent
where they would do the mest good. The
balance of the work rested entirely In the
finnds of the real estute men themselves.

H. R. Randall, the old time real estate
agent of Nebraska, next gave a rousing talk
and awakened considerable enthusiasm. He
sald what Nebraska warmed more than any-
thing cleo was witnesses—men who would
coma here fronf the easl, sce the state aa it
really Is, and go home and tell their friends
and neighbors what they have seen,

B. P, Ferguson of Rensselaer, I, was
the last apeaker of the afterngon. He sald
that sometlving more was necessary than te
merely sing the praises of Nebraska's health-
ful climote and productive soil. Persistent
work In one directlon and along a single
line. The croakers who unfortunately {nfest
every community should be ecrowded Into
the background so far as possibla by the
truth told about the state. He agreed with
the former speakers In thinking that Ne-
bruska was just entering a remarkable period
of development.

The convention then adjourned untll &
o'clock. The balance of the afternoon was
glven up by the delegates to a private inter-
change of views.

EXPERIENCE MERETING,.

Last night a batch of the delegates hoeld
a sort of “experlence meeting' for the benoe-
fit of the Nebraskans, who were invited to
tell whiat they could of the advantages and
the beautles of the Nebraska farms. A con-
slderatle pumber of delegates assembled in
the dining room of the Dellone hoted for
this purpose and were very informally tulked
o by the Nebraska dealers.

G. W. Whiteakier of Kearney spoke many
good words for the lnnds In his county. Most
of the farms are lmproved and neur rallronds
and are selling at from $10 to $40 an acre
bn o an average.

Gilbert Faber of Schuyler stated that the
lands In Colfax county were also of first-
class quality, but sold at from £26 to 360 un
RO, Both the delegates invited the east-
ern dealers to visit the counties.

J. B, Plper of this city spoke highly of
Nebraska farming lands which are now sup-
posed to be only falrly good.  Hoe stated that
the soll In Buffalo, Greely, Custer and other
counties was a trifle pandy, but that It has
Lbeen found thot this sort of euarth Is the
best for sugar bepts and chloory, which Mr.
Piper sald would furnish Nebraska's groatest
drops In time to comeé, He also put In a
K;md word for the Transmissigsippl Exposl-
tion,

J. B, Dilllngs of Alma, a realdent for twenty-
fAve years of Hdrian county, highly pralsed his
county, He sald almost all the soil was
fertilo, and all the farms were located within
elght or ten miles of a rallroad. They sold
at from $5 to $16 an acre, although some of
{he bLest alfalfa lands brought as high as
§00, He spoke of many people who had
settled on Harlan county farms in stralght-
ened olroumstances and are now dolng well,

A delegatle from Fort Morgan, Colo,, sang
the pralses of eastern Colorado land under
irrigation, und cspeclally of its alinifa orops.

L. H. Jones of Strang boomed Fillmore
county, Ho showed specimens of plums
ralsed an his cwn farm. He stated that he
ralsed 260 bushels of the frult to au wcre, and
sold It on an average of §1 4 bushel. As o
specimen of the development of the farms in
his ecounty, be stated that he had purchased
his quarter section for §11 an acre thirteen
yeara ago, and recently refused $7.000 for
his favm, Mr. Jones malotained that Ne-
braaka land could not be beat by any state
in the unlon, and that is soll was equal to
the best in Ohlo,

The delegates who were not in attendanes
at this meeting entertained themsaelves In the
varicus amusement places about the clty.
